The surge in American troops was 
designed to push back the Taliban and create space for 
NATO forces to build the Afghan army to a point where 
it could take over Afghanistan's security, allowing for an 
eventual Western drawdown.

components of added value, 
such as the quality and speed 
of various services. 

In this context they have 
decided that they must out¬ 
source the aspect of inspection 
of aircraft registered here. In¬ 
spection, they are convinced 
must take place under the strict 
supervision of our own inspec¬ 
tors, as well as from the De¬ 
partment of Civil Aviation. 

The government is also 
convinced that we must 
change our mentality regar¬ 
ding aircraft registration, or 
else others will pass us by. 
Aruba must ensure that we 
have the highest quality and 
speed of service while safe¬ 
guarding the security aspect. 

One of Aruba’s goals is to 
capitalize on the aircraft regis¬ 


tration market. Aircraft regis¬ 
tration is important to Aruba; it 
is important revenue for our 
economy. Not only does it cre¬ 
ate additional funds for the 
government and more know¬ 
ledge in the field of civil avia¬ 
tion, but it also has an 


important spin off in the 
Aruban economy. 

According to Minister Odu- 
ber, this conference is designed 
to open the eyes of all parties 
that the registration of aircrafts 
can become a new economic 
pillar for Aruba in the future.

Press group calls for release of jailed Cuban 
journalist 



MIAMI (AFP) - The Inter- 
American Press Association 
called yesterday for the imme¬ 
diate release of a Cuban jour¬ 
nalist who was arrested this 
week for reporting on cholera 
and dengue cases. 

Calixto Martinez Arias, 
who was arrested in Cuba Sun¬ 
day, was charged with criminal 
contempt of Fidel and Raul 
Castro, a charge that carries a 
penalty of up to three years in 
prison, IAPA said. 

The Miami-based publish¬ 
ers’ group said Arias, who 


worked for the independent 
Hablemos Press news service, 
was arrested near the Havana 
airport while investigating re¬ 
ports that a shipment of medi¬ 
cine and medical equipment 
donated by the World Health 
Organization had been dam¬ 
aged due to negligence. 

He had disclosed an out¬ 
break of cholera on the com¬ 
munist-ruled island in June, 
and warned of the appearance 
of dengue cases. 

”It is a contradiction that a 
journalist faces the possibility 


of going to jail for reporting 
on matters of public interest, 
while on the contrary the in¬ 
formation should be taken as 
an alert to correct a problem 
affecting the population,” said 
Gustavo Mohme, editor of the 
Peruvian newspaper La Re- 
publica and the head of 
IAPA’s free press committee. 

The director of Hablemos 
Press, Roberto de Jesus 
Guerra, and a lawyer for the 
news service told IAPA that 
Martinez was being held at a 
Havana police station and had 


been beaten, and that they 
themselves were detained and 
later released.

17 killed in Pakistan film 
protests: officials 


KARACHI (AFP) - At least 17 
people were killed and more 
than 200 wounded during vio¬ 
lent protests in Pakistan yester¬ 
day against a US-made film 
insulting Islam, officials said. 

Twelve people were killed 
in Karachi, the country’s 
largest city, and five in the 
northwestern city of Peshawar, 
hospital officials said, after the 
eruption of violence defied a 
government call for only 
peaceful demonstrations. 

The combined total of 
wounded in Karachi, Peshawar 
and in the capital Islamabad 
was 229. 

Thousands took to the 
streets in a series of demon¬ 
strations across Karachi, home 
to an estimated 18 million, to 
condemn the film, ’’Innocence 
of Muslims”. 

Scuffles broke out when 
protesters tried to march to¬ 
wards the US consulate, 
throwing stones at police and 
trying to remove shipping con¬ 
tainers that blocked the road, 
police said. 

Officers launched tear gas 
shells and fired into the air to 
disperse the crowd, but three 
policemen were wounded by 
gunfire from an unknown di¬ 
rection, Shakeel said. 

Police said three cinemas 
were set on fire and a number 
of shops including a KFC 


restaurant were ransacked. 

In the northwestern city of 
Peshawar, the Lady Reading 
Hospital said it had four dead, 
including a TV station em¬ 
ployee shot when protesters set 
alight and ransacked a cinema. 

Doctor Farman at Khyber 
Teaching Hospital, who used 
only one name, confirmed that 
another body had been brought 
in after the demonstrations. 

Hospital doctors in Pe¬ 
shawar gave a combined total 
of 79 people wounded. 

Interior Minister Rehman 
Malik said he had ordered an 
investigation into the TV sta¬ 
tion employee’s death and re¬ 
peated government calls for 
protests to remain peaceful. 

ARY, the man’s employer, 
accused the police of murder. 

The channel broadcast dis¬ 
turbing footage of its em¬ 
ployee, clearly in a critical 
condition and receiving urgent 
medical care in hospital. 

In Islamabad, a doctor at 
the Services Hospital said 35 
people were brought in with 
injuries, including eight po¬ 
licemen and four civilians with 
gunshot wounds. 

Overall, 19 people have 
been killed in Pakistan during 
protests over the past week 
against a trailer for the crudely 
made film, made by extremist 
Christians in the United States. 


Clinton:

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton reminded govern¬ 
ments yesterday of their 
"solemn duty” to protect 
diplomatic missions, amid a 
wave of anti-American unrest 
in the Muslim world. 

"As I have said before and 
as is embodied in the Vienna 
Convention and other interna¬ 
tional agreements, all govern¬ 
ments have the duty, the 
solemn duty, to defend diplo¬ 
matic missions, Clinton said. 

"They must be safe and 
protected places,” she said be¬ 
fore talks with Tunisia’s For¬ 
eign Minister Rafik 
Abdessalem. 

Tens of thousands took to 
the streets after Friday prayers 
in the Middle East and Asia to 
vent their anger over a US- 
made film ridiculing the 
Prophet Mohammed and the 
publication in France of car¬ 
toons lampooning him. 

US and French diplomatic 
missions were bracing for the 
unrest, after the US outpost in 
Benghazi was attacked by mil¬ 
itants last week in an hours- 
long siege in which the US 
ambassador to Libya and three 
other Americans were killed. 

"We are monitoring events 
closely today. There is no 
higher priority for President 
Obama and myself than the 
safety of our people,” Clinton 
added. 

"We have taken a number 
of steps around the world to 
augment security and to pro¬ 
tect our personnel at diplo¬ 
matic posts and we are 
working closely with host 
governments in this effort.” 


American cancels hundreds of flights 



DULLUS — American Airlines 
has cancelled 300 flights until 
Sept 23 as it grapples with an 
increasing number of mainte¬ 
nance delays as well as pilots 
calling in sick after the com¬ 
pany won court permission to 
alter their contract. 

The cancellations, which 
began on Tuesday, are on top 
of 250 flights dropped from 
Sept 14-17 that prompted 
AMR Corp's American to trim 
systemwide flight and seating 
capacity as much as 2 per cent 
through October. 

The disruptions occurred as 
American began imposing 
changes on pilots such as re¬ 
vised schedules and work rules 


allowed by the judge oversee¬ 
ing its bankruptcy. The carrier 
also began steps this week to 
lay off as many as 4,400 me¬ 
chanics, baggage handlers and 
other ground workers as it re¬ 


structures. 

American Airlines, which 
filed for bankruptcy protection 
in November blamed the move 
in part on industry-leading 
labour costs. 


lancloor 
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Protest at France's London 
embassy over Mohammed 
cartoons 


LONDON (AFP) - Around a 
hundred Muslim protesters 
gathered outside the French 
embassy in London yesterday, 
shouting slogans against a 
French magazine that pub¬ 
lished cartoons portraying the 
Prophet Mohammed naked. 

French satirical magazine 
Charlie Hebdo published the 
cartoons on Wednesday, fu¬ 
elling earlier protests over the 
US-made film "Innocence of 
Muslims” which have raged 
since September 11, leaving 
nearly 50 people dead. 

Protesters outside France’s 
embassy in London’s plush 
Knightsbridge district shouted 
"Allahu Akbar” (God is great) 
and waved placards reading 
"Sharia for France” and "Mus¬ 
lims will conquer France”, an 
AFP reporter at the scene said. 

A police cordon held the 
demonstrators back from the 
embassy while around 25 
women wearing niqabs, or full 
face-veils, protested in a sepa¬ 


rate group nearby. 

Protester Untuaz Ahmad, 
34, said both the film and car¬ 
toons had been "very upset¬ 
ting”. 

"This is not acceptable. 
This is not freedom of speech,” 
he said. "We want the French 
government to take action 
against the people who have 
done this.” 

France has banned protests 
over the cartoons on the 
grounds that they would repre¬ 
sent a threat to public order. 

French missions, schools 
and cultural centers in 20 
countries — although not in 
Britain — closed for the day 
yesterday over security con¬ 
cerns, while Western missions 
across the Arab world were on 
high alert. 

Tens of thousands took to 
the streets after yesterday 
prayers in countries across the 
Middle East and Asia, as anger 
over the film showed little sign 
of abating.

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New law forces US-funded Russian 
radio station off air 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia’s 
US government-funded Radio 
Liberty station said yesterday 
that a tough new law limiting 
foreign funding of the media 
had forced it to cut more than 
half its staff and plan a move off 
air. 

The station famous for being 
jammed throughout the Soviet 
era because of its pro-American 
perspective at the height of the 
Cold War said it expected to 
switch to exclusive Internet 
broadcasting in a matter of 
weeks. 

"More than half of the staff 
was laid off — maybe 70 per¬ 
cent," station director Yelena 


Glushkova told AFP. 

The Moscow office of Radio 
Liberty / Radio Free Europe 
(RFE/RL) employed about 60 
reporters. Most of the cuts af¬ 
fected the multimedia division 
despite the station's forced shift 
to Internet-only broadcasting. 

"A number of our emplo¬ 
yees were not able to take part 
in the Internet project," 
Glushkova said amid specula¬ 
tion that the layoffs came under 
Kremlin pressure. 

The Kremlin under former 
president Dmitry Medvedev 
rammed through parliament a 
little-noticed piece of legisla¬ 
tion revoking the operating li¬ 


cences of stations that received 
more than approximately half 
of their funds from abroad. 

The law could theoretically 
apply to other radio stations as 
well, including those that are 
part of European entertainment 
conglomerates. None has an¬ 
nounced plans to followed 
RFE/RL off air as yet. 

The layoffs came amid spec¬ 
ulation that the station was 
under pressure after it named as 
its new boss a journalist who 
was fired from her previous 
post for refusing to cover a 
media event thrown by Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin 


lg Nobels awarded for zany side of 
serious science 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Scien¬ 
tists behind studies on brain 
activity in dead fish and pho¬ 
tos of chimpanzee butts were 
among dozens honored with 
the tongue-in-cheek Ig Nobel 
awards Thursday. 

The 22nd annual edition 
of the Nobel prize spoof, held 
at Boston's uber-prestigious 
Harvard University, also dis¬ 
tinguished the researchers be¬ 
hind a study proving that 
"leaning to the left makes the 
Eiffel Tower seem smaller." 

The prize, created to re¬ 
ward "research that makes 
people laugh and then think, 
according to the organizers' 
website, invites real Nobel lau¬ 
reates to confer honors on se¬ 
rious scientists for work that is 
generally only unintentionally 
funny. 

This year's Neuroscience 
prize, for example, went to an 
American team "for demon¬ 
strating that brain researchers, 
by using complicated instru¬ 
ments and simple statistics, 
can see meaningful brain activ¬ 


ity anywhere — even in a dead 
salmon." 

Other prizes of note: the 
Fluid Dynamics prize, to a US- 
Russian-Canadian team "for 
studying the dynamics of li¬ 
quid-sloshing, to learn what 
happens when a person walks 
while carrying a cup of cof¬ 
fee;" and the Anatomy prize to 
a Dutch-US team "for discove¬ 
ring that chimpanzees can 
identify other chimpanzees 
individually from seeing pho¬ 


tographs of their rear ends." 

Some of the prizes went to 
studies offering helpful infor¬ 
mation, like this year's Medi¬ 
cine prize, to a French team 
who advised doctors "how to 
minimize the chance that 
their patients will explode" 
during colonoscopies. 

And the Chemistry prize 
went to a Swedish scientist 
who solved "the puzzle of 
why, in certain houses" in a 
certain Swedish town, "peo¬ 
ple's hair turned green." 

Companies and govern¬ 
ments are also eligible for the 
prize, and this year's Peace 
Prize was awarded to a Russ¬ 
ian company "for converting 
old Russian ammunition into 
new diamonds." 

The US government, at 
least its General Accountabil¬ 
ity Office, was also honored, 
with the Literature prize "for 
issuing a report about reports 
about reports that recommends 
the preparation of a report 
about the report about reports 
about reports." 


France, Britain form joint team to probe 
Alps killings 


GRENOBLE (AFP) - Police in 
France and Britain have 
formed a joint task force to 
ease bureaucratic hurdles in 
the investigation into the unex¬ 
plained massacre of a British 
family in the Alps. 

The task force, led by two 
investigating French magis¬ 
trates, will be made up of 
British police officers and 
French gendarmes and operate 
in coordination with EU judi¬ 
cial agency Eurojust, French 
prosecutors and Eurojust said. 

The team will operate "as if 
we were in a single country" 
and investigators from both na¬ 


tions will have "full access to 
the case as if there were no 
border," said Eric Maillaud, 
the prosecutor in the local 
town of Annecy. 

Previously French investi¬ 
gators were running into diffi¬ 
culties working with Britain's 
Home Office and saw some 
legal requests rejected for 
being improperly formulated. 

About 100 investigators are 
working full-time on the case 
and Maillaud admitted the 
probe is progressing slowly. 

"It is an investigation that 
risks lasting an enormously 
long time. Often investigators 


have a theory in the first hours 
of an investigation. This time 
we have no idea," he said. 

The mystery attack on Sep¬ 
tember 6 near the village of 
Chevaline saw Saad al-Hilli, 
his wife Iqbal, her mother as 
well as Frenchman Sylvain 
Mollier, a passing cyclist, shot 
dead.

- in California the latest cos¬ 
metic surgery must-have is the 
buttock enhancement, whether 
higher, rounder or just 
smoother. 

”1 just knew that I was un¬ 
happy. And you know I did 
something for myself, some¬ 
thing that did make me happy. 
And I feel great,” said 
Kristina, 21, after going under 
the knife of surgeon Ashkan 
Ghavami. 

He has carried out the S- 
Curve Buttock Lift operation - 

- which, instead of using 
implants, involves fat taken 
from the tummy and elsewhere 
and transferred to the buttocks 

- on around 700 people. 

Ghavami, an Iranian-Amer¬ 
ican who is assistant clinical 
professor at the University of 
California Los Angeles 
(UCLA) David Geffen School 
of Medicine, said Hollywood 
stars had raised people’s desire 
for a nicer ’’derriere.” 

”A lot of people focused 
more on breasts - for the but¬ 
tock to be a focus of body 
shaping is definitely very 
new,” the medic, who pio¬ 
neered the S-Curve and now 
teaches it to other surgeons, 
told AFP at his Beverly Hills 
clinic. 

’’Finally thanks to Kim Kar- 
dashian, Jennifer Lopez and 
all the media, now we are re¬ 
alizing this a much more natu¬ 
ral way than butt implants.” 

He has performed the oper¬ 
ation — which typically costs 
$9,000-$ 16,000 — for seven 
years, with the surgery most 
popular with black, Latino, 
gay and transgender people in 


Los Angeles, where the cult of 
the body is everywhere. 

Ghavami’s clinic is in the 
Zip code area ”90210” — the 
name of a coming of age TV 
show set in Beverly Hills, a 
city where dreams famously 
come true on the silver screen, 
especially if you look beautiful 
enough. 

But achieving a better be¬ 
hind is not done without at 
least some pain. 

”We do liposuction with 
small incisions, we go in with 
a canula and we suction the fat 
into a sterile container and 
then we wash the fat and put it 
into syringes and then inject it 
into the buttock,” he said. 

’’When I'm injecting into the 
buttock, we do what's called 
the fanning technique — it ac¬ 
tually improves cellulite, be¬ 
cause it fills the skin 
underneath,” he added. 

And contrary to some mis¬ 
conceptions, even prejudices, 
the operation is not necessarily 
anything to do with a patient 
being overweight. 

”1 never had a weight issue, 
but after I hit 401 had 10 extra 
pounds. I actually gained 10 
pounds just to have the proce¬ 
dure, so there would be more 
fat to transfer — the more the 
better,” said the accountant. 


"My weight is really the 
same, it's just redistributed,” 
she added. 

According to the Associa¬ 
tion of Plastic Surgeons, last 
year some 13.8 million cos¬ 
metic operations were carried 
out in the United States — five 
percent more than in 2010. 

The most popular surgery is 
breast-enhancement, followed 
by nose jobs, liposuction and 
face lifts. 

But the number of buttock 
enhancements has surged, 
with 38 percent more this year 
than in the same period in 
2010. Ghavami says most of 
the 700 he has carried out were 
within the last three to four 
years. 

"It's new for a lot of sur¬ 
geons right now, that's why I'm 
invited to go lecture at meet¬ 
ings about it, because surgeons 
are very curious about it, it's 
trendy,” he said. 

For the patients the out¬ 
come can be life-changing. 
"They definitely save and in¬ 
vest to do it because when 
you're not happy with your 
body shape, there's something 
out there that can help you 
with it,” said Ghavami. 

"It's good for them, to their 
relationship, their husbands, 
their confidence.” 


Pope urges French bishops to fight for 
heterosexual marriage 



CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy 
(AFP) - The pope on Friday 
urged French bishops to fight 
for the traditional family based 
on marriage between a man 
and a woman, saying the battle 
"is not reactionary.” 

While the French govern¬ 
ment prepares to legalise ho¬ 
mosexual marriage, Pope 
Benedict XVI spoke to around 


30 bishops from western 
France, without mentioning 
the draft law but clearly refer¬ 
ring to the debate around it. 

During the feast of the As¬ 
sumption on August 15, 
France's Roman Catholic bish¬ 
ops invited their followers to 
say a prayer that was inter¬ 
preted as a stand against ho¬ 
mosexual marriage, sparking a 


row in France. 

"Defending life and the 
family in society is not at all 
reactionary but rather 
prophetic because it comes 
back to promoting values 
which allow for the full blos¬ 
soming of the human person, 
created in the image and re¬ 
semblance of God,” the pope 
said. 

For the pope, "marriage and 
family are institutions which 
must be promoted and guaran¬ 
teed ....” 

The working visits "ad lim- 
ina” by the French bishops that 
will continue until December 
are the first to be made under 
the pontificate of Benedict 
XVI. 



WASHINGTON - The nation's 
largest cancer hospital, Univer¬ 
sity of Texas MD Anderson 
Cancer Center, in Houston an¬ 
nounced it would take a 
"moonshot” effort in fighting 
cancer. Launching in February 
2013, its program which aim to 
reduce cancer deaths of eight 
specific types of the disease.

While cancer death rates have 
been falling since the 1990s, 
the disease is still a major 
threat.

PARIS (AFP) - France's Con¬ 
stitutional Council Friday re¬ 
jected a request by 
animal-rights activists to ban 
bullfighting in the southern 
areas where it is still autho¬ 
rised. 

The council said it was not 
against the spirit of the consti¬ 
tution to allow the practice in 
some regions despite it being 
banned in most of the country. 

France holds dozens of 
bullfights every year, with 
more than 1,000 animals killed 
annually in bouts that support¬ 
ers defend as a local tradition 
and an important generator of 
tourism. 

The council said the provi¬ 
sion allowing bullfighting in 
the south was "precise, objec¬ 
tive and rational”, adding that 
"these traditional practices 
thus authorised do not infringe 
upon constitutional rights.” 

The anti-bullfighting group 
CRAC and animal-rights or¬ 
ganisation DDA had asked the 


council to impose a nationwide 
ban by closing the loophole al¬ 
lowing the tradition to con¬ 
tinue in southern areas. 

Polls have generally indi¬ 
cated that about two-thirds of 
the French electorate would 
like to see bullfighting banned 
entirely. 

The sport has many pas¬ 
sionate defenders, including 
Interior Minister Manuel Vails 
who enraged bullfighting op¬ 
ponents earlier this month by 
insisting it is a tradition that 
should be saved. 

Defenders have also pointed 
to the economic benefits of a 
sport that they say attracts 
large numbers of tourists to 
southern France. 

Animal rights activists plan 
to continue their fight to have 
bullfighting banned, lobbying 
to have parliament enact a ban 
and are also considering a 
challenge to the practice 
through the European Court of 
Human Rights.

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WTO cuts 2012 
growth outlook

SINGAPORE (AFP) - The 
World Trade Organization 
(WTO) yesterday slashed its 
2012 global trade outlook, cit¬ 
ing the eurozone debt crisis 
and weak growth in the US 
and China as key factors. 

Global trade is now ex¬ 
pected to grow 2.5 percent in 
2012 compared with a previ¬ 
ous forecast of 3.7 percent, the 
WTO said in a statement re¬ 
leased in Singapore. 

It also cut its global trade 
growth outlook for next year to 
4.5 percent from 5.6 percent. 

"The global economy has 
encountered increasingly 
strong headwinds since the last 
WTO Secretariat forecast was 
issued,” the WTO said. 

"Output and employment 
data in the United States have 
continued to disappoint, while 
purchasing managers’ indices 
and industrial production fi¬ 
gures in China point to slower 
growth in the world's largest 
exporter. 

"More importantly, the Eu¬ 


ropean sovereign debt crisis 
has not abated, making fiscal 
adjustment in the peripheral 
euro area economies more 
painful and stoking volatility.” 

In April the WTO had 
warned that world trade 
growth, which slowed to 5.0 
percent in 2011 after a big re¬ 
bound of 14.0 percent in 2010, 
would weaken again this year. 

Director-general Pascal 
Lamy called for more to be 
done to boost global growth, 
on top of recent measures to 
buy up government bonds an¬ 
nounced by the central banks 
of the United States, Europe 
and Japan. 

"In an increasingly interde¬ 
pendent world, economic 
shocks in one region can 
quickly spread to others,” he 
said in the statement. 

"Recently announced meas¬ 
ures to reinforce the euro and 
boost growth in the United 
States are therefore extremely 
welcome. But more needs to 
be done. We need a renewed

The WTO's revised projec¬ 
tions for 2012 came as data 
showed global trade volume 
grew just 0.3 percent in the 
second quarter, significantly 
slower than the 1.2 percent 
seen in the previous three 
months. 

Lamy, speaking in Singa¬ 
pore, said the WTO's revised 
trade outlook should not come 
as a surprise given the strains 
facing the global economy. 

"The main reason for 
growth slowing down is being 
of course Europe where 
growth is slowing. But not 
only Europe, we also know 
that US is lower than ex¬ 
pected,” said Lamy. 

"So it is a substantial down¬ 
ward revision but in many 
ways unsurprising given what 
we know about the world eco¬ 
nomic outlook and the fact that 
world growth is slowing down 
more than we expected some 
months ago,” he added. 

Lamy said there were al¬ 
ready signs pointing to govern¬ 
ments bowing to pressures to 
adopt protectionist measures 
but the WTO chief cautioned 
against such a move. 

Instead, the best way for¬ 
ward is for governments to 
support the global multilateral 
trading system, he said. 

"We clearly are at a stage in 
trade relations where we really 
do need to see a practical reaf¬ 
firmation from governments of 
their commitment to interna¬ 
tional trade cooperation, and to 
the institutional arrangements 
that support the world trading 
system,” he said. 

"If we do not reaffirm this 
commitment with more than 
words, especially when the 
going gets tough, we risk let¬ 
ting things go to a point where 
it becomes harder to pull back 
from a path of continuing de¬ 
terioration.”

Argentina's 100 peso note 



BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Argentina marked the 60th 
anniversary of the death of 
Eva Peron yesterday with a 
new 100-peso banknote fea¬ 
turing the charismatic first 
lady and champion of the 
poor. 

Evita appears in profile on 
the note, with the quote, "As 
a woman, I feel in my soul 
the warm tenderness of the 
people where I came from 
and whom I owe.” 

On the back side of the bill 
she is described as "a popular 
leader who fought for the 
rights of humble and unpro¬ 
tected workers.” 


The daughter of a small¬ 
town seamstress, Peron first 
won fame as an actress, be¬ 
fore marrying Juan Domingo 
Peron, a military strongman 
who became president a year 
later in 1946. 

She died in 1952 at age 33 
of cancer, at the peak of her 
popularity, cementing a leg¬ 
end celebrated in books and 
film. 

President Cristina Kirch- 
ner cheered the new banknote 
when it went into printing on 
July 25, noting that "after 200 
years of currency, this is the 
first time a woman appears 
on a bill.”

New law forces US-funded Russian radio 
station off air 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia’s 
US government-funded Radio 
Liberty station said Friday that 
a tough new law limiting for¬ 
eign funding of the media had 
forced it to cut more than half 
its staff and plan a move off 
air. 

The station famous for 
being jammed throughout the 
Soviet era because of its pro- 
American perspective at the 
height of the Cold War said it 
expected to switch to exclu¬ 
sive Internet broadcasting in a 
matter of weeks. 

"More than half of the staff 
was laid off — maybe 70 per¬ 
cent," station director Yelena 
Glushkova told AFP. 


The Moscow office of 
Radio Liberty / Radio Free 
Europe (RFE/RL) employed 
about 60 reporters. Most of the 
cuts affected the multimedia 
division despite the station's 
forced shift to Internet-only 
broadcasting. 

"A number of our employ¬ 
ees were not able to take part 
in the (Internet) project," 
Glushkova said amid specula¬ 
tion that the layoffs came 
under Kremlin pressure. 

The Kremlin under former 
president Dmitry Medvedev 
rammed through parliament a 
little-noticed piece of legisla¬ 
tion revoking the operating li¬ 
cences of stations that 


received more than approxi¬ 
mately half of their funds from 
abroad. 

The law could theoretically 
apply to other radio stations as 
well, including those that are 
part of European entertain¬ 
ment conglomerates. None 
has announced plans to fol¬ 
lowed RFE/RL off air as yet. 

The layoffs came amid 
speculation that the station 
was under pressure after it 
named as its new boss a jour¬ 
nalist who was fired from her 
previous post for refusing to 
cover a media event thrown 
by President Vladimir Putin.

Nets owner 
opens new 
arena with 
title 

expectations 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Brook¬ 
lyn Nets owner Mikhail 
Prokhorov helped open the 
NBA team’s new arena on Fri¬ 
day and the Russian billionaire 
said he expects the relocated 
club to bring home an NBA 
crown within three seasons. 

”1 still expect a champi¬ 
onship within three years," said 
Prokhorov, who bought the 
Nets in 2009 when they were 
based in New Jersey with a 
vow the team would capture an 
NBA title within five seasons. 

The $1 billion Barclays 
Center will open next Friday 
with a Jay-Z concert, one of 
eight sold-out shows scheduled 
by the Brooklyn-born per¬ 
former, and host its first NBA 
game on November 1 when the 
Nets face the New York 
Knicks. 

Businessman and movie 
producer Bruce Ratner, like 
Jay-Z a part-owner of the Nets, 
cut the ribbon on an arena he 
first envisioned nine years ago. 

The Nets are the first profes¬ 
sional sports team representing 
the New York neighborhood 
since Major League Baseball's 
Brooklyn Dodgers departed for 
Los Angeles after the 1957 
season. 
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SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Melky Cabrera, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Giants slugger who was 
suspended 50 games for a dop¬ 
ing violation, has asked not to 
be considered for the National 
League batting crown, the 
team telecaster reported. 

Comcast Sports' CSNBa- 
yArea reported Friday that the 
28-year-old Dominican out¬ 
fielder, banished after testing 
positive for excessive testos¬ 
terone last month, was 
dropped in a deal between 
Major League Baseball and 
the players union. 

"I have no wish to win an 
award that would be tainted," 
Cabrera said, adding that it 
would be "far better for some¬ 
one more deserving to win". 

The move came two days 
after Major League Baseball 
commissioner Bud Selig said 
he would not have stood in the 
way of Cabrera claiming the 
batting crown. 


PHOENIX (AFP) - Phoenix 
Suns forward Channing Frye 
has been diagnosed with an 
enlarged heart and will be 
sidelined until at least Decem¬ 
ber, the NBA club announced. 

Doctors discovered the 
condition during a routine 
echocardiogram and will mon¬ 
itor Frye ahead of a re-evalua¬ 
tion in December before 
allowing him to take part in 
basketball-related activities. 

"Channing and his family 
have the full support of our or¬ 
ganization. His health is our 
primary concern and we are

Speedskating: 

US Olympian says 
coach ordered 
tampering 


SALT LAKE CITY (AFP) - 
American speedskater Simon 
Cho, a 2010 Winter Olympic 
bronze medalist, allegedly 
tampered with the skates of a 
rival at a world championship 
event on orders of his coach, 
Chun Jae-Su. 

The information was re¬ 
vealed in an arbitration filing 
on behalf of 13 short track 
speedskaters trying to have 
Chun dismissed as coach of 
the national team after allega¬ 
tions of abuse against the for¬ 
mer South Korean national 
coach. 

The filing claims Chun 
asked Cho to sabotage Cana¬ 
dian skater Oliver Jean by 
tampering with his skates be¬ 
fore the 5,000-meter relay 
final at last year's world short 
track team championships in 
Poland. 

A problem with Jean's 
blades meant Canada could 


only send three skaters onto 
the ice. 

Cho also allegedly wrote 
a teammate a note that said of 
the incident: "It is my darkest 
secret and I regret it." 

Chun was suspended last 
weekend pending the results 
of an investigation by attor¬ 
neys in the charges filed 
against him. 

Nine members of the US 
short track squad signed a 
statement supporting Chun 
that calls the abuse allega¬ 
tions a false, baseless attack. 

A US Olympic Committee 
spokesman said the organiza¬ 
tion is probing allegations 
that Chun slammed an athlete 
against a wall, threw bottles 
and chairs at skaters, and told 
women skaters they were 
"fat." 

Chun faces no criminal 
charges from police. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Ten members of the 2016 
Olympics organising commit¬ 
tee have been sacked for steal¬ 
ing computer files relating to 
the organisation of the 2012 
London Olympics, a Rio 2016 
spokesman told AFP on Friday. 

The Rio employees, who 
had been working alongside 
London staff during the sum¬ 
mer Olympics and Para¬ 
lympics, had downloaded 
internal documents without 
authorization.
